Yereas by an Oꝛder of his MAJESTY in Council, made the 22. of 
July laſt, intimating that divers Scandalous and Seditious Pamphlets 

tending very much tothe Diſturbance of the Peace and Quiet of 
this Kingdom, are daily ſold and diſperſed about the Cities of London 
and Weſtminſter and Parts adjacent by a ſozt of Looſe and Idle 
people called Hawkers, under pꝛetente of carrying about and vending 
News-books and Gazetts, It is required and commanded, foꝛ pzeventing 
the great Miſchieks and Intonvenienties that may enſue by per- 
mitting the ſame. that the Lozd Mayor and Court of Aldermen of 
M London, and the Juſtices of Peace within the Liberties of Weſt- 
minſter and Middleſex, ſhall not permit oꝛ ſuffer any of thoſe people called Hawkers, whether Men 
o2 Nomen, to carry about, cry, ſell oꝛ diſperſe any Gazetts, News-books, Libells, oꝛ other Pamphlets 
whatſoever, within their reſpective Liberties o2 Jurisdictions; but that they cauſe all ſuch to 
be fozthwith appꝛehended and ſent to the Houle of Cozrection.to be there kept at hard Labour: 
This Court therefoze, foꝛ the moze effectual Exetution of his MA JESTY's ſaid Pleaſure 
and Command, and in Addition to what hathbeen already done by the Right Honourable 
the Lozd Mayor in obedience thereunto, doth think fit and D2der, That the Provoſt-Marſhalls 
and all Conſtables and other Officers whomit may concern, in their ſeberall Pꝛecintts and 
elſewhere ( as they ſhall have oppoztunity ) within this City and Liberties, ſhall diligent- 
ly apply themſelves to diſcover the ſaid Hawkers, Sellers oꝛ Diſperſers of Cazetts, News-books,Li- 
bells, 02 other Pamphlers, and them to appꝛehend, and bꝛing befoze his Loꝛdſhip, oꝛ ſome other of 
his M AJESTIE's Juſtites of the Peace, to be ſent and ſet to Labour at Bridewell, o2C as the 
Caſe may require) to be otherwiſe diſpoſed and pꝛoſetuted to moze condign Puniſhment 
oꝛdained by Law. And if any the ſaid Marſhalls, Conſtables oz others, ſhall be found remiſſe oz 
negligent of their Duties herein, ſuch Dffender, upon notice o2 infoꝛmation thereof, ſhall 
— ſtrictly pꝛoteeded againſt, and receive the moſt ſevere Penalties of the Law foz his Df-
